DR. GLENN CUNNINGHAM 
—_ Dr. .Glenn. Cunningham, -famous 
track star of the 1930's, is return- 
ing to Michigan for another series 
of public appearances sponsored 
by the Michigan Temperance 
Foundation.

Glenn Cunningham is known to 
millions of Americans as the great- 
est American miler of our time, 
but his life story is almost legen- 
dary — how he outlived burns on 
his legs and body in a boyhood 
fire and started running to gain 
back his strength and health. His 
deep determination to succeed 
carried Him on to Kansas Univer- 
sity where he established some 
records which are still unbroken. 
His 4:04.4 indoor mile record stood 
for more than a decade and at his 
retirement he had run the mile 
under 4:10 more times than all 
other runners. combined.: :
